Just before adjournment of the commit- 
tee, opposing counse] engaged in a con- 
troversy over the admissibility of cer- 
tain reference works as evidence of the 
dictrines of the Mormon faith. No 
@greement could be reached and after 
heated arguments, Mr. Tayler recalled 
Apostie Penrose to identify certain ref- 
erence books. In a number of instances 
Mr. Penrose denied that the works had 
teen accepted by the church as author- 
itative publications and that many of the 
matters contained in the documents were 
subject to dispute. Chairman Burrows 
ruled that the utterances of leaders of 
the church may be offered as tending t9 
prove doctrines of the churce organiza- 
ticn. 

The principal witness on the stand was 
Charles H. Owen, who has been employed 
in gathering data to be used against tne 
Mormon church in the Smoot inquiry. 
He testified in regard to bringing actions 
against prominent churca officials and as 
to the ittitude of courts and prosecuting

Brook Haven, Miss., December 20.—In 
the circuit court today Dave Posey was 
convicted of manslaughter for the killing 
of Ben Bayless, a negro. 

The defendant claimed that the killing 
was justifiable, as he found the negro 
stealing corn. The jury was out less 
than an hour, | 

After the usual motion for a new trial, 
which was overruled, Judge Wilkinson 
Sentenced Posey to twenty-five years in 
the penitentiary. 

Judge Wilkinson passed sentences on 
ten other men today, as follows: vseca) 
Franklin, life imprisonment, for 
murder of Eli Hilson, a negro; Will 
Franklin, D. W. Smith, Elias Smith, R. 
L. Smith ang Elbert Gill, each fifty years 
in the penitentiary fr manslaughter for 
the killing of Henry List, a negro, 

These two killings were the whitegap 
cases which aroused the indignation of 
the citizens and caused the formation of 
the Law and Order League. 

John Smith and John McNulty, negroes, 
who. were convicted of murder, received 
life sentences; J. A. P. Troy, a’ negro, 
for burglary, oné year; Sam Posey, wiw 
pleaded, guilty to two charges of white- 
capping, and was convicted of highway 
robbery, sentenced to ten ‘years on tie 
robbery charge and five years on each 
of the whitecapping charges, a total of 
twenty gears. H. Lofton, one of the 
crowd conceried in the List killing, and 
who turned state’s evidence, was given 
his liberty, as were two negroes, Louis 
and Sam James, who had been impli- 
cated in some whitecapping and were 
held in jail several months ag wit-

¢ In the closing round Britt was punch- 
ing the Chicago boy all over the ring, 
Dut his blows lacked sufficient force to 
ut a quietus on his opponent. The fight 
was an  ¢xemplification of how much 
puniehment, a human being can endure 
amd not succumb. At several stages of 
the fight Nelson was badly punished, 
but he always kept gamely coming up to 
the firing line, and all through the twen- 
ty rounds he forced the fighting. 

In one or two instances he had the 'o- 
eal boy in distress, but Britt’s excellent 
eeneralship and the advice of his sec- 
ends saved him from going too close to 
the the danger point.

It appears that in Texas alone some 
800,000 bales are being held off the 


'market by organized effort, and as 


other Texas counties are still organiz- 
ing to this end, it is safe to say that 


at least a million bales for 10 cents. 
As the holding movement is scarcely 
less general in the other states of the 
cotton belt, it would seem that an 
abundance of cotton is already being 
withheld from market to turn the tide 
of the agricultural department’s sta- 
tistical panic and at least force a 
truce pending the regaining of its 
equilibrium by the market. 

It will not be long until the magni- 
tude of the crop is definitely known, 
and it will very greatly surprise the 
rroducers and experts on the ground 
if the south hag produced appreciably 
more than 11,500,000 bales. In that 
event, cotton should logically be 
worth much more than it is now bring- 
ing, and even though the crop approx- 
imates 12,000,000 bales, the holding 
movement is entirely justifiable on a 
ten-cent basis. 

One thing is certain: By holding for 
the panic clouds to roll by, the farm- 
ers may later receive more for their 
staple; by failure to thus cooperate, 
they are certain to dump their cotton 
on a falling and illogically low market, 
affording the opportunity awaited voy 
the speculative bears to make a clean 
sweep of tae field at less than the 
legitimate value of the staple, perfect 
their corner, and give the speculative 
bulls their annua] chance at the tail 
end of the season. 

The situation today emphasizes the 
necessity of a close union of interests 
between the bankers, merchants and 
farmers of the south--a union that for 
ali practical purposes amounts to a 
close corporation whose sole and legit- 
imate object is to compel the consum- 
ers of the raw staple to pay its real 
value—nothing more, nothing less. 
By such an arrangement, supported 
by an adequate warehousing system, 
the farmer will receive reasonable ad- 
vances on his cotton, the merchant’s 
trade will not be disturbed by the 
mercurial tendencies of the market, 
and the banker will hold a safe and 
ample collateral and profit by in- 
creased deposits. The mills can be 
made to dispense with the middle 
men who thrive by speculative gam- 
bling, and the resultant stability of 
cotton values will put the textile in- 
dustries of the world upon a firmer 
and more profitable footing. 

Until something of the kind can be 
done, as_ it will be, eventually, the 
only protection of the farmer is to 
form a great hard-and-fast hoiding al- 
liance, morally and financially sup- 
ported by local financial and mercan- 
tile influences, and having behind it 
a united public sentiment. ‘When the 
cotton grower is hit below the belt 
the whole south is hard hit, and there 
must be a firm community of interest 
for mutual protection. 

The dispatch from Dallas in yester- 
day’s Constitution reporting the forma- 
tion of an organization of the trans- 
Mississippi ginners in toat city, hav- 
ing as its object the collection of 
actual gin statistics during the har- 
vest season and the frequent issuance 
of regular bulletins for the enlighten- 
ment of the cotton market, will be 
hailed by everybody in the south as a 
step in the right direction. This sen- 
sible organization should be made na- 
tional, or even international, in its 
scope, and the world should be given 
honest figures at frequent intervals 
instead of “forecasts” which are hard- 
ly as dependable as weather forecasts. 
Official guesses are paid for by the 
southern planters at the rate of one 
or two hundred million dollars during 
& full crop season, and it ts time the 
drain was stopped. The south is 
simply being leeched to death by this 
species of statistical prescience. 

Let the ginners inaugurate their 
system of officia] bulletins, and let the 
federal department of agriculture cut 
out the guessing element in its sys- 
tem of forecasts. 

When the cotton crop is reported on 
a basis of actual statistics, the planters 
have little to fear from the ‘change 
gamblers. The laws of supply and 
demand will take care of the pro- 
ducer.

plane. With about $2,000,000 availa- 
ble for the public schools, the state 
of Georgia is now in a position to 
command thoroughly proficient teach- 
ers and many more of them. 

The improvement of the educational 
facilities afforded by the state has 
been a conspicuous feature of Gov- 
ernor Terrell’s wise and progressive 
administration. Indeed, it has been. 
perhaps, its most notable feature. 
The governor has labored eafly and 
late to improve the schoo] system of 
the state, and particularly the dis- 
trict schools.

Education to the front! 


General Kuropatkin. 

The world has been well-informed 
regarding the victorious Japanese 
marshals, Qyama, Kuroki, Nogi and 
others of lesser note, as well as Stoes- 
se], the iron Russian who has so long 
held the gates of Port Arthur against 
the hordes of Nippon. But of Kuropat 
kin, the man on whose shoulders has 
fallen the burden and largely the of- 
ficial blame for a protracted series of 
disasters in Manchuria, little is knowa 
personally, save that he has displayed 
masterful strategy in important move- 
ments involving tactical retreat, and 
that, apparently, he is besotted in the 
superstition which relies on icons and 
amulets to prevail against the énemy. 

The skill manifested in maintaining 
a difficult position against superiors 
numbers and taking advantage of the 
passing stoudity of his foe, has re- 
cently turned the searchlight on hip, 
and in the light of his past and pres- 
ent he is seen for exactly what he is 
—a remarkable man, head and should- 
ers above the rabble of incompetency 
and venality about him. Magazines 
and periodicals the world over are 
publishing sketches of him more or 
less accurate, censorious or fulsome. 

Kuropatkin, according to World’s 
Work, is 56 years of age and is 
marked by a wonderful dynamic en- 
ergy disguised beneath a calm ruffled 
by not even the . most calamitous 
events. In thé Russo-Turkish war he 
distinguished himself for dauntless 
bravery, being the battle brother of 
Stobeleff, the renowned Russian tac- 
ticilan. At Plevna, says this writer, 
“he saw 8,000 of his chief’s 18,000 men 
fall. The only officer not dead or 
wounded, he led 300 men in a charge 
against a batallion of Turks. Only 
a hundred returned, but the Turks hee 
teen driven back into the famous re- 
doubt No. 18. He has won every dec- 
oration for valor that the czar has in 
his gift. Skobeleff said of him that 
he was the coolest and hardest-nerved 
man he had ever seen under fire.” 

Nor are his qualities confined to the 
mere excellence of sangfroid and cour- 
age. He helped reorganize the French 
cavalry, and General de Guillifet, the 
first cavalryman of France, in bis re 
port frankly conceded that the mos‘ 
noteworthy results came from the ge- 
nius of the young Russian. This 
splendid organizing ability is suppie- 
mented by tactical cleverness of so 
high a grade that his achievements 
at the maneuvers of Metz won for him 
the dinstinction of being the first Rus- 
sian officer to become a member of 
the Legion of Honor for military ser- 


There are still the indictments of

vado in his speeches and reports. | 
Those who know him best; assert pos- 
itively that he merely employs these 


agencies as a means of retaining the 


street, 


his heart of hearts he realizes the in- 
trinsic futility of these agencies, un- 


aided, in battle, and his plans are laid 


with mature deliberation, after an ex- 
haustive, intelligent gtudy of stark de- 
tails. The explorer, Sven Hedin, a 
close persona] friend, declares that 
Kuropatkin’s working capacity is ap- 
parently superhuman and that alike 
in. success and defeat his demeanor is 
of invulnerable serenity. His energy, 
his courage and his cheerfullness have 
so transfused themselves throughout 
the army, that slowly but percertibly 
they are becoming the distinguishing 


characteristics of the Russians in 


Manchuria. 

Such is the man on whom the 
whole hope of the Russian land forces 
is centered. His official support 
moth-eaten with corruption and his 
plans and genius woefuily circum- 
scribed by bald frauds beyond his con- 
trol, he is just now attaining to that 
mastery of the situation which will 
enable him to justify his selection for 
his arduous mission. When the spring 
thaw comes and the two great armies 
rejuvenated, again assume the agegres- 
Sive, there may be a different story 
from Manchuria.

the main for home consumption, and the 
real leaders of the house have no sym- 
pathy with them in their efforts,

be no serious agitation of the reduction 
of répresentation question and no dis- 
cussion of.the race question unless south- 
ern men start it going. Of course they

“The people of the south ought to 
understand that men who would pre- 
cipitate such an agitation are not 
good friends of the south, no matter 
how strongly they may protest their 
loyalty and sincerity. If there is no 
such agitation, the republicans will 
be perfectly willing to let things 
stand as they are. The republicans 
are not bothering their heads about 
the south. The southern people are 
needlessly apprehensive on this score, 
made so by the talk of a few men in 
public life and by some newspapers. 
So long as the republicans are not 
agitating the question of reduction of 
representation, we certainly should 
not. Of course a few bills have been 
introduced, but for the most part 
these are not taken seriously even 
by the men who stand as sponsor for 
them. The thing for southern mem- 
bers of the senate and house to do, 
in my opinion, is to go ahead attend- 
ing to the duties of the offices they 
hold and not be going about with 
chips on their shoulders trying to 
pick a fight with the enemy who is 
just now very much in the majority,”

Let us adopt sensible means in 
handling the cotton and not allow sta- 
tistical speculations, no matter how hon- 
est they may be, to influence the returns 
from our largést and most remunerative 
product, The banks of the state, I re- 
peat, have plenty of money to take care 
of all the acfounts of farmers who de- 
sire to hold their cotton and will be glad 
to do so.”

New York Life Charges Fraudu-
